THE MYSTERIO US C ASE O F THE P ASS M G .'OK WHO WASN'T THERE??????????

This experience was told to mo hy a bus driver from Walthamstow 
Bus Garage, Walthamstow, London, England. It went like this* 

j.t seemed, the story started one night, on this driver's rout 
or his fribnds etc, but what happened was this. Your editor E4. 
Harris boarded the bus in Hackney, London area, and got talking 
to^the driver, Hr. Alan Bendon. It transpired that I thought I 
had seen SKYLAB pass over at the time, remarked this to thedrivr 
who mused "wasn't a UFO? Was it?" Amazed- .at that, wo got talk¬ 
ing about weird phenomena, including a story about a UFO that 
is believed crashed in the sea (SOMEWHERE) and giving off 'rays' 
well this is indistinct, like this article here. Coming to the 
unknown in due course of conversation, Hr. Bendon spoke of the 
night one of the crow at the depot in Walthamstow took out the 
last bus of the night. Well, continued Alan Bendon, "Wo one got 
on, and that route goes past a graveyard, until Sho driver stop¬ 
ped to pick up a lone passenger. He got on, asked for a 5p tick* 
and one was issued. He went to the back of the bus. Well, after 
a tit, the driver thought it was about time this man ought to 
have got off, but when he stopped and turned round and said? 
'Where do you wnnt to got off?....® he had vanished'. All the 
time on route the bus had not stopped." So where did the man 
go? This happened to three of the crew. And, continued Mr. Bendon

A mysterious flying object hovered over Peterborough skies 
last night. Several people watchod as the flying craft, with 
red and white lights drifted gracefully across fha sky from 
Norman Cross and over the Ortons. 19-year-01d Andrew Wright’ 
watched with his girl, friend Jane Howe and her mother Mrs. 
Betty Howe, as the mystery cr?.ft hovered ovdr the Norman 
Cross Hotel. 

"There were 2 Large white lights at first,"Said Andrew of 
Cherry Orton Road, Orton Watsxvilie,"they went out and 4 or 5 
red lights came on. When the lights went out, there seomed 
to be a greyish square shaped object behind them. I havo 
never seen anything liko it before and I am protty convin¬ 
ced. it was a UFO." The UFO was also spotted by a housewife 
and children in tho Ortons as it came from tho direction of 
the Al.(road?) and on Wednesday a motorist saw 2 white 
lights in the sky over Dorpiings.

Wood turner Mr. John Spalding claims he sighted a UFO hover¬ 
ing above Washingborough on Monday night (12.11.73) From the 
garden of his hoipc at 1,Lincoln Road, Mr. Spalding 33, spotted 
a mysterious bright light moving across the southern sky from 
the direction of Bardney at about 10.30pm. Silently, the star- 
like object flew towards Washingboroufh at the speed of a jet, 
paused, moved a little way towards Lincoln and then stoppcd.lt 
was still there when Mr. Spalding hade up and went to bed at 
midnight, he says. He studied the light through binoculars,but 
the object was too high in the sky to make out an outline. 

"All you could, see was a bright light. It was much too high for 
a plane and anyway they have flashing lights-so I thought it 
was a satellite, until it stopped dead! People may think I'm 
barmy, but I know what I saw. The only explanation for that 
object is that it came from some intelligence outside this 
planet." Mr. Spalding says his wife and. parents who live nearby 
also saw the moving light. Now he want 3 to hear from anyone else 
who spotted it. He ha-s twice before scon UFOs. The first,when 
he was 14, was a grey cylind-rical object, which was also seen 
by his mother above Portland. Street, Lincoln. Three years ago te 
saw a moving light, similar to monday's sighting,above Washing- 
borough. Since his first sighting he has become a keen skywaichcr 
and a firm believer in UFOs.

A "FLYING saucer" has been spotted from Concorde, scientists 
revealed, ycstcrday.lt was photographed on a mission to observe 
a total eclipse of the sun over Africa last June. Enlargements 
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of pictures showing an uncxplakied luminous dot indicated that 
tho "dot" was 65Qft across. 

After months of study, French government scientists have now 
officially listed tho "dot" as an unidentified flying object.

The object had 
a polyhcdrical shape of very huge dimentions (tho lower sec¬ 
tion was at least fifty motercs long) IT came rapidly over 
the city of Clv.j, and remained there for four hoursvwithout 
any movement at all. It was seen by almost wveryonc living in 
or near Cluj.(to be followed up perhaps in later issues). 
CANADA: Don Glover, of 0saga, Sask., Canada sent this report 
to SKYLOOK: Colgate area residents reported seeing strange 
activities in tho night sky Sunday from 9.30pm until midnight 
Roy Bell., ono of the witnesses,said'jThey werii't falling stars, 
as there -were no streaks and somo of them were manoouvoring 

























in the sky.They- were a pure white light and would fly at an 
enormous rate, then would slow down to a stop, then change 
directions. They criss-crossed in flight and at times rode 
parallel to oho another.” As many as 13 of these objects 
were scon by persons from the Colgate, area at' one time.There 
was no sound, but there was interference on the telephones in 
the area during the period.

Mr, G. Bennett and his assistant driver were, bringing a goods . 

train South on the early morning . They were just passing thr¬ 
ough Makino north of Foilding, heading for Palmerston North and 
South. Time was 5 .05 am. Suddenly Bennett had his attention drawn 
to an unusual sight. A brilliant green cigar-shaped body shot 
across his line of sight, was lost to sight behind the bulk, of 
the engine’ ahead of him and then became visible to his partner 
in thci cab as it sped away- to be lost again behind, tree-line 
obstructions. Describing the abject, Bennett said it was bright 
green, had no tail "but appeared to be losing bits of itself 
from the rear."

licity it aroused.", Large 
bulky "things"-Or "beach 
monsters"-appear to be ex¬ 
ceptionally common around th 
Tasman Sea.Further, this 
seems to be one part; of. the 
world where they havo not 
all been satisfactorily ex¬ 
plained and. identified as 
whales, sharks, or any other 
known animals. Some of them 
havo not been explained at 
all| and one suggestion put 
forward to explain the orig¬ 
in c§’ half a dozen of them 
is really sa unsatisfactory 
that ono feels extremely re¬ 
luctant to. oven record it.

Editor: Mr. Moore, Can you toll me why we never saw Kohoutek 

"comet? 

Patrick Mooro t It. was visible you know, but not as bright as 
expected. 

Editor : Did you sec the official Russian explanation as to why? 
Mr. Moore : ' Everyone is entitled to their own theories 

But why was the comet not. so bright? Michael Harris who wrote 
in Elysian magazine, had this to say before Kohoutek appeared:- 
"From October to December 1973 you should be unable to miss; 
seeing Kohoutek 1 s comet? It will bo. so bright as to enable you 
to see it. in daylight*. ..It should scar aerras the sky 35 mill¬ 
ion miles from earth at 50 miles a second. Kohoutokls Comet 
has passed our way before.. .the exports a±o now certain i.t last 
appeared in the time of stone—age man—10,000 yoars ago." 

This means that it will probably be coming back- again "in an¬ 
other 10,000 years time when CNK is nothing more than dust in 
the air. ’

N0V0STI INFORMATION SERVICES Moscow USSR had this to say 
about the comet* 

Novombor: 19 1973. The comet discovered by West German scien¬ 
tist Kohoutek has been put under systematic observation by a 
spcciaL expedition in tjco northern spurs of the Ticn-Shan. 
JANUARY 21. 1974* Moscow scientists carried out observation of 
comet Kohoutek with the help of a high precision astronomical 
installation, the world's biggest satellite tracking camera. 
Having passed the periliclium, the nearest point to the sun,iuo 
comet was badly situated for observation from earth. The aur¬ 
ora of its nebula envelope was lost in the light of the even¬ 
ing glow and the bright moon. Besides that, the brightness vac 
absorbed by the dense atmospheric layers near the horizon. 
There vras another obstacle. At most, the comet had tho bright¬ 
ness half that which was expected whon it reached the poriheL- 
ium.There arc several, points of view on this mattor. Tho sci¬ 
entist bclioves that apparently this is caused by tho peculi¬ 
arities of. the structure of its nucleus. So/ne specialists * 
believe that: when tho comdt approahed tho sun, solid particles

If ono approached an astrophsioist with tha quostion M Whnh is 
a comot?" ho would probably reply bjt rtatihgi *A uoactL Is a 
oloud of motoora, surrounded (at timos)by a gaseous envolopo, 
tho whole systom moving round the SON in a path having the fkrm 
of a oonio scot ion.* This roply sooms quits a satisfacory brief 
analysis, olosor oxoslSAtion, howovor, rapidity rovoals many 
difficulties, this usually boing tho oaso with any soomlngly 
»straightforward theory*. Tho genoral scientific viows of comets 
has undorgono many revolutionary chongos during tha past . Thn 
firstt stage, which wo may regard as coming to a dose round about 
1700,was dominated simply by somewhat vain attompta to accurately 
placo those mystortous objoota into tho gonoral picturo of tho 
eelestial sphoro. Their appoaronco immediately oousod oontra&ick- 
ion of any rational, explanation. Stars ancl planets wore always 
soon as. definite points of light, with Idle sun end moon present¬ 
ing round luminous discs. In contrast the oornot was always a 
diffuso object, without any sharply dofihod boundaries,thoir 
tails woro indood Widely variable in oxtent and form. The very 
motion of eomota causod much puazloraont$they always orrlvod 
abruptly and without* warning and contravonod apparent planotary 
and colostial motions across tho sky* It is hardly surprising 
mysticism and supertitlon beoamo to surround comets,evon in a 
soiontific way,those woro oven thaso who doubtod thoir aasmical 
connootion, alternatively regarding them as a peft of the terr¬ 
estrial atmosphoro.
